D. Hunt secured a patent ona wire 
with a spur wheel — now a very 
rare collectors’ item, and in 1568 
Michael Kelly invented a flat. 
elongated diamond point barb, 
strung on a two-wire strand, that 
met with considerable acceptance. 

As settlers moved into the prai- 
rie country of the middle west. 
and the problem of keeping buf- 
falo out and cattle in became of 
more and more importance. there 
was a virtual explosion of ‘‘bob- 
wire’ patents, with designs becom- 
ing simpler, production costs less. 
and quality of wire better. 

Buck Thorn spiral wire proved 
efficient, but was opposed by set- 
tlers as being too cruel on animals: 
one of the most successful designs 
was that of Joseph Glidden, who, 
in 1876, after several years of ex- 
periments, produced a simple, two- 
point barb on a two-wire strand.
